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THE NAVAL BILL. 


A DEMOCRATIC CAUCUS DEBATE 
UPON IT. 


The Tacit Agreement Reached That Action Must be 
Deferred Until the Democrats are in Full 
Power—General Slocum in Charge of the 
Grant Bill—Other Federal Matters, 


Wassixotos, January 15.—[Special.]— 
Though the democratic caucus this afternoon 
took no definite action, a general conclusion 
was reached, which is understood, and will 
resist action on the naval bill for the next fis- 
Recently several democratic leaders 
have been urging that this bill should make a 
beginning toward the construction of the 
navy, which it is urged will be one of the pro- 
ducts of Cleveland’s administration. The 
caucus was called on a petition headed by Mr, 
Randall. When it had assembled he rose and 
gaid that the democrats on the appropriation 
committee wished to ascertain the sense of 
their party associates in the house before they 
made up-the naval bill for the next fiscal 
year. Mr. Randall said he thought 
it best not to make any 
extraordinary appropriation, or attempt to 
maj out anaval policy. Though the expendi- 
ture of the amounts now appropriated would 
not begin until next July, when the democrats 
will be in control of the government, the bill 
would originate under a republican admin- 
istration, There is no cause for haste, and if 
this matter is left to the next congress all the 
honor for the vigorous and liberal naval 
policy will accrue to Cleveland’s administra- 
tion. 

Mr. Ellis, of Louisiana, spoke in tavor of a 
larger appropriation than that for the current 
year, but agreed with Randall in the main. 
He merely wished to continue certain work 
now in progress. Several resolutions were 
offered, but none were adopted. 

It was tacitly agreed that the line laid out 
by Mr. Randall as expressive of the opinion 
of the democrats on his committee, would be 
followed by the democrats in the house. 

THE GRANT BILL. 

General Slocum has been placed in charge 
of the Grant billby the military committee, 
and may try to bring .it up to-morrow. He 
will not oppose the last bill passed by the sen- 
ate, but will insist on en amendment, naming 
Grent, as the other. senate bill already before 
the house does. If Grant’s name is put in the 
pil), it will be subject to the objection on which 
President Arthur vetoed the Fitzjohn Porter 
bill, namely, that 1t creates an office and then 
fills it, thereby usurping the prerogative of 
the president. General Slocum says he be- 
lieves Arthur will now admit that his veto Sof 
ihe Porter bill was not backed by suflicient 
reasons, butamost of Grant’s friends say that 
Slocum’s amiendment would prove fatal to the 
bill.

THE NICARAUGAN TREATY. 


The Senate Spends the Whole Day in Execu. 
tive Session, 

Wasnrncton, January 15.—I[n the senate, 
Mr. Hale, from the committee on naval affairs, 
reported favorably the bill for the relief of 
the suflerers by the wreck of the United States 
steamer Tallapoosa. 

Mr. Miller, of California, introduced a bill 
to increase the pension of Mrs. Francis L. 
Thomes, widow of General George H. Thomas, 
from 3600 to $2,000 a year, the same as the 
pension already granted to the widow of Ad- 
miral Farragut. The senate proceeded to the 
consideration of bills on the calendar. 

The bill for the relief of the First National 
bank of Newton, Mass., was taken up and dis- 
cussed until two o’clock, without reaching 
action. The senate at 2:05 p. m. went into 
executive session. a 

At 5:05 p.m. the doors were reopened and 
the senate adjourned. 

SENATOR MORGAN’S SPEECH. 

Senator Morgan made a speech in executive 
Session to-day in favor of the Nicaraguan 
treaty. He discussed the possible relations of 
foreign powers to this subject, and set forth, 
at great length, the advantage to this country 
which it would benefit by the construction of 
the canal. There were no other speeches. 

An amendment was offered by Mr. Sher- 
man, looking to negotiations with Great 
Britain ior the abrogation or amendment of 
the Clayton Bulwer treaty, before the Nica- 
Taguian treaty slrall take effect. 

The senate to-day confirmed Richard Ken- 
bedy, at McMinnville, Tenn., and A. L. 
Tyler, at Anniston, Ala., to be postmasters. 

The president sent to the senate to-day the 
homination of William A. Richardson, to be 
chief justice of the court of claims, vice Drake, 
resigned; and of John Davis to be an associate 
justice of the court of claims, vice Richardson.

Mr. Potter said the country was not yet six 
months removed from the time when 8 per 
cent bonds could not be sold for par, yet the 
money market had not been distur ; but 
pass this bill,and when another crisis comes, 
there would be distrust in the money market 
which would inevitably end in the suspension 
of specie payments, and bring upon the ¢oun- 
try allthe untold calamities which would re- 
sult therefrom. Mr. Potter gave notice of a 
motion to recommit the bill, with instructions 
to the committee on banking and currency to 
report back a bill, which he read, the object 
of which is to refund the 
bonded debt of the United States 
at two and a half per cent interest, to reduce 
the taxation upon circulating bank notes cur- 
rency, and to secure such currency against 
unnecessary disturbance and fluctuation by 
applying the national revenues, economically, 
to the payment of the national debt. 

Mr. Hewitt, of New York, thought that the 
vote ot New York city would be found cast 
egainst the pending bill. The bill proposed 
by his colleague ( Potter) he advocated because 
it would take the surplus money of the tréas- 
ury and use it for the purpese of reducing the 
rate of interest of the bonds. The principal o‘ 
the bonds would still remain as the basis for 
banking. 

Mr. Hunt, of Louisana, briefly advocated the 
McPherson bili,and called the attention of the 
house to the. fact that under its provisions 
banks would be allowed practically to issue 
circulation only to 95 per cent of the bonds 
deposited. Lf the gentieman from New York, 
Potter, thought that it was unsafe to trust the 
circulation of the banks to that extent, he was 
one of a very limited number of people. The 
gentleman said it was unsafe because the 
bonds, having been enhanced in value, would 
rise in themarket, and the government would 
be compelled to pay a great premium in the 
redemption of the debt. The bill had been 
pending for a year, and with the improving 
—_ s of the passage of the bill there had 

een no rise in the price of the bonds. 

Mr. Warner, of Ohio, offered an amend- 
ment, authorizing the secret of 
the treasury, whenever the cireuldtirg 
-potes of the netional banks shall fall below 
$303,318,984, to issue United States notes in 
sufficient ammount to keép the volume of paper 
currency at all times at a total of $650,000,000. 

Mr. Wilkins then déemarmded the previous 
question on the bill, and the amendments 
pending, when Mr. Mills, of Texas, moved 
that the house adjourn, and pending this, that 
it adjourn to meet Saturday next which latter 
motion was lost 31 to 134. 

Mr. Mills then{pressed his motion to adjourn, 
stating thatthe d@emocrats wished to hold a 
caucus. The motion was carried—yeas 130, 
nays 172. While this was im no 
sense a test vote on the McPherson 
bil,,(many members voting m the affirm- 
ative in order that the caucus might be 
held,) it operetes as a virtanl defeat of that 
measure, as the’: pacial order is hot a continuing 
order, 

Mr. Buckner, chairman of the banking and 
currency committee, said: ‘‘That settles the 
bill. Wewill never again be able to get it 
before the houee.”’ 

Pending the announeement of the vote, on 
motion of Mr. Randall of Pennsylvania, the 
house non-concurred in the senate amend- 
ments tothe six months naval appropriation 
bill, and Messrs. Randall, Holman and Long 
were appointed conferees. 

The house at 4:30 adjourned, and the demo- 
cratic caucus was announced to take place im- 
mediately.

Ihe Appropriation Bills Explained by Mr, 
Randall, 

Wasuinoton, January 15.— Immediately 
after the adiournment this afternoon, the 
democratic members of the house of representa- 
tives held a short caucus. It was announced 
that its object was to agree upon a plan of 
work during the remainder of the present ses- 
sion of congress. No plan, however, was pre- 
sented. Mr. Randall said that he had called 
the caucus merely to acquaint the members 
with the condition of the appropriation 
measures. He was of the opinion that there 
would be no disagreement’ between the 
two houses of congress, and that every 
appropriation bill would be passed before the 
4th of March. He recommended that nothing 
should be: done which would embarrass, in 
any way, the new administration. Speaking 
of the naval appropriation bill for the next 
fiscal year, he said he believed that it would 
be to the best interest of the democratic party 
not to approp! ijate the money this year for the 
increase of the navy, as had been strongly re- 
commended. He was in favor of increasing 
the strength of that branch of the government, 
but thought it best to wait till next year. He 
thought the subject ought to be referred to the 
naval committee of the next congress; that 
that committee ought to thoroughly examine 
the subject, propere a plan forthe proposed 
increase, and submit it to congress. 

Mr, O’Neill, of Missouri, said he was a 
friend of ihe laborers of the country, and he 
was in favor of voting for the appropriation of 
as much money as was necessary to keep the 
navy yards in operation. 

Mr. Ellis, of Louisiana, said he believed 
that an appropriation for the new navy should 
be made at this session of congress, thereby 
preventing the delay which would be caused 
by referring the subject to the naval commit- 
tee of the next congress. 

Mr. King, also of Louisiana, offered a reso- 
lution providing that the democratic members 
ofthe house of representatives should follow 
the majority of the committee on appropria- 
tions. The resolution was lost and the caucus 
adjourned. 


RIVERS AND HARBORS. 


A Commission of Investigation Kecom- 
mended, 

WASHINGTON, viper 15.—The house com- 
mittee on rivers and harbors to-day decided 
to recommend the appropriation of $150,000 for 
the New Orleans harbor, on the ground that it 
was a harbor of refuge, and that the city was 
a great seaport. e recommendations for 
the appropriations for the other harbors on 
the Mississippi made by the Mississippi river 
commission, will not be considered. Amn ap- 
propriation for °€350,000 is recommended for 
the Big Mussel shoal, and $5,000 for ‘the Ten- 
nessee river above Chattanooga. The com- 
mittee also decided to recommend the appoint- 
ment of a commission of seven members, two 
army enginees, one coas$ survey officer, and 
four civilians, to examine the wok in pro- 
grees on the various rivers and harbors, and 
report to congress, the commission to be in 
existence but one year. 
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HE HAS SERVED HIS YEARS. 


Chief Justice Drake Gives the Heasonsffor 
His Retirement, 

Wasnineton, January 15.—Chief Justice 
Chas. D. Drake, of the court of cleims, whose 
resignation has been accepted, is nearly sév- 
enty-four years of age, and will retire from 
the bench with the full salary of $5,000. 

In explanation of his action, he says he 
thought it best to retire before his mental 
powers began to decrease, and advancing 
years rendered him unfit for the ardurous du- 
ties of the office of chief justice ‘of the court 
of claims. . Justice Drake was senator of the 
United States from Missouri from 1867 to 15/1, 
when he was appointed chief justice of the 
court of claims, and has served continuously 
since that date. He has been eligible for re- 
tirement since 1881, as the law prescribes 
that a United States judge may retire.

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AN IRON BREAK: 


GREAT FINANCIAL SENSATIONIN 
PITTSBURG. 


TheOliver Brothers, the Philips & Oliver, and the 
Roberts Wire Companies Announce Their Sas- 
pension—The Causes Leading to the 
Great Calamity—Trade Notes, 


Pittspure, Pa., January 15.—This afternoon 
Oliver Bros., and Phillips & Oliver,-and. the 
Roberts wire company, limited, issued the fl- 
lowing card to their creditors: “We are fosday 
compelled to suspend payment, and propose 
calling immediately a meeting gf those inter- 
ested, to whom we believe we can show assets 
emply sufficient, with some indulgence, to pay 
every dollar of our liabilities.” 

Reports of the embarrassment of the 
Oliver Bros. & Phillips & Oliver, the greatest 
iron firm in the city, when its connections are 
considered, flew like wildfire, and set the town 
egog with excitement. Such an event was 
recognized as a catastrophe unequaled by any 
previous failure, and the great: popularity of 
the individual members ofthe firm made it 
ail the more to bedeplored. The truth of the 
matter seemed to be that dull times and the 
immense pay roll, and other necessary expen- 
ses, have compelled the firm to ask for an ex- 
tension, somewhat similar to that given to 


Grail, Benneti & Co., who failed two years 
ago. There are many stories afloat as to the 
immediate cause ofthe trouble, but in the 
banks, and on all sides, it seems to be a gener- 
al feeling that an extension would be asked 
for an granted by the creditors. 
It is impossible to guess at the liabilities of the 
firm. They are repoited from $3,000,000. to 
$5,000,000. The local bankers say that there 
is about $1,000,000 or $1,500,000 of the paper 
held here, with good collaterals for almost all 
of it. Large blocks of paper are held in the 
eastern states, as far east as Massachusetts, 
while very large sums are carried in New 
York and Philadelphia. The firm has made 
a large investment in real estate, and has an 
immense amount of collateral of various 
kinds. It is thought that there is not the 
slightest doubt that an extension will be 
granted, and that the firm wili 
pay. The banks have the _ great- 
est confidence in the management 
of the heads of the firm, and will be as liberal 
as possible in their arrangements. Harry W. 
Oliver, senior member of the firm, was seen 
by an associated press reporter this afternoon. 
He said the whole affair was so sudden that 
they hadn’t time to collect their thoughts. 
He was unable to give the figures to-day, but 
just a8 soon as it was possible a full and com- 
_ statement would be given to the public. 
ivery dollar they had belonged to their credi- 
tors, and he felt confident the assets would 
largely exceed the liabilities. 
THE CAUSE OF THE EMBARRASSMENT. 

Regarding the cause of the embarrassment 
there are numerous sensational stories afloat, 
but most of them have been denied. One of 
the stories was to the éffect that paper to the 
amount of $80,000 had been protested in New 
York. Among the bankers it is said that the 
banks were willing to continue to carry the 
paper of the firm, but owing to the hard times 
and the searcity of money, the firm we:e una- 
ble to raise the money to meet the interest 
and pay their employes. Their pay-roll is 
said to have amounted to from $200,000 to 
$250,000 a month, and it is said this was too 
much for them to meet any longer. 

The news of the suspension almost caused a 
pani¢ among the employes, but when it was 
stated that an extension would probably be 
granted, and the mills continue in operation, 
the men set about to devise some means 
to = aid the firm. A meeting of 
the workmen of Woods run mill was held to- 
night, and it was unanimously decided to re- 
turn to work atthe reduction which they re- 
fused last week. To-morrow meetings will be 
held at the several Southside mills controlled 
by the firm, and it is thoughtthat similar ac- 
tion will be taken. 


CISCO & CO. 
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FAILURE OF JOHN J. 


Zhe Causes of the Break—Too Muoch Rail- 
road Weight. 

New York, January 15.—It was officially 
announced, shortly after the close of business, 
that the old banking firm of John J. Cisco & 
Co., 59 Wall street, had made an assignment 
to Lewis May, formerly of the bankers and 
brokers firm of May & King, whois also as- 
signee of Halstead, Haines & Co., which con- 
cern suspended some months since. The firm 
was intimately connected, financially, for 
many years, with the Louisville and Nash- 
ville and the Ilouston and Texas Central rail- 
road company, and have suffered from the 
late decline in securities of these corporations, 
as well as the general shrinkage in values 
throughout the year 1854. The senior partner 
died on last year, and on April the first, next, 
ibe afiairs of the old firm were to be 
closed up, and everything would 
have gone on - as usual,. up to 
that time, but for reports that they were em- 
berrassed, which were started about ten days 
agoand et ap throughout this country 
and Europe. These reports grew out of the 
fact that the firm was understood to be largely 
interested in the Houston and Texas Central 
bonds, which have greatly depreciated since 
the present management of the road caused 
the coupons of the first mortgage bonds to be 
bought by the southern development com- 
pany, instead of paying them direct, as here- 
tofore. Although the reports affecting the 
credit of the firm were denied at the time, they 
led to a steady and increasing rush by the de- 
positors, and ib was deemed best, for the bene- 
fit of all their creditors, to make 
an aesignment, without preference, for 
the purpose of the gradual liquidation 
of their affairs. As generally believed this 
afternoon, the matter is rather in the nature of 
a liquidation than a failure, as it is stated that 
all the depositors will be paid in full as soon as 
the securities can be realized upon. This view 
of'the case is strengthened by the knowledg> 
that the firm always has been rich, and also 
by the fact that no preferences are given, not 
even the large estate of the late senior partner. 
The firm has no contracts on the stock ex- 
change, their liabilities being chietly to deposi- 
tors. The consignee only took charge at 3 p. 
m., and no statement has yet been made up. 
The present partners are John A. Cisco, son of 
John J. Cisco, and F. A. Foote, the former 
being a member of the stock exehange, but 
never participating actively in the operations © 
of the exchange. 

The late Jno. J. Cisco, fora long period of 
years, was assistant treasurer of the United | 
States at New York, and during the early | 
stages of the rebellion, by his intimate friend- 
ship with the banks’ officials, rendered valua- 
ble assistance to Salmon P. Chase, then secre- | 
tary of the treasury, in securing loans from 
the New York city banks. He left the office 
before the close of ~ the :

Cisco first became prom'- 
nent as a banker by his succegs in marketing 
the six per cent currency bonds issued by the 
government in aid of the Pacific railroad. The

A PERJURED WITNESS. 


A SENSATION IN THE LONDON ART | 
CIRCLBs, 


A Witness in the Belt.Laws ‘Case Confesses That 
His Evidence Was the Result of Perjury in the 
Hope of Getting a Share in the Expected 
Dameges—4n Irish Paper Saffers, 

Lonpox, January 16.—A sensation was 
eaused in London to-day by the publication of 
a confession by Mr. Schatz, one of the princi- 
pal witnesses against Laws, the sculptor, in 
the libel suit} brought against him by the 
sculptor, Belt, last winter. The case ended in 
the court of appeal on March 17th 1984, in 
which the verdict of the lower court, awarding 
the plaintiff 5,000 pounds, was affirmed. It 
will be remembered that Belt expected 
that Laws’ father, who is rich, 
and had always patronized his 
son in the profession, would save him from ar- 
rest by paying whatever damages were award- 
ed, But Laws and father regarded the verdict 
as grossly unjust, and the elder Laws refused 
to recognize it, while the son, to escape, had 
himself judicially declared a bankrupt. Schatz 
now confesses thatajl his testimony, which 
was amongst the most material for the plain- 
tiff, was perjured,and the result of a conspiracy 
by him and other witnesses, who were prom- 
ised a share in the heavy damages assured by 
the lawyers. So far nothing has transpired to 
directly implicate Belt with the conspiracy. 

Schatz’s confession of perjury was read to the 


_ court during the examination into Mr. Laws’ 


alleged bankruptcy. Init Schatz claims to 
be the author of Belt’s sketches and models, 
end asserts that he and another witness and 
Belt® agreed to divide the damages awarded 
by the court. Schatz states that his time 
beok, which was produced during the trial, 
was a fabrication. 


A Practical Joke, 

‘Lonpox, January 15.—It has been ascer- 
tained that the explosion at the town hall at 
Warminster was caused by gunpowder. The 
affair is believed to have been the work of 
a practical joker. The explosion occurred at 
7 e’clock last evening and was attended with 
the issuing of dense yolumes of smoke from 
the hall. The front windows of the hall and 
the windows in the adjacent buildings ‘were 
shattered, but the masonry received no 
damage. 


The Prussian Budget. 

Berirx, January 15.—In the lower house of 
the Prussian landtag to-day it was stated that 
the estimates ot the yevenue and 
expenditures for the esuing fiscal 
year balanced at 1,257,725,000 marks, but that 
owing to the increase ofthe natriculatory 
eontribution of Prussia to the government of 
the empire there would be a deicit of 22,091,- 
600 marks. 


Louisville and Nashville Changes. 

Bel- 
knap, superintendent of the Mobile and 
Montgomery division of the Louisville and 
Nashville railroad, hasresigned. He is suc- 
ceeded by B. C. Spperhen, the present master 
of transportation.

The Egyptian Finances, 

Lospox, January 15.—The Pall Malf Gazette 
says Germany has rejected the proposals re- 
garding the Egyptian finances,which were 
recehtly submitted to the powers by England, 
and has accepted the counter proposals sub- 
mitted by France. These latter embody the 
financial scheme which England distinctly 
rejected at the Egyptian conference in London 
last spring. 


A Canadian Cotten Combination, 

Montreal, January 15.—A combination of 
cotton manufacturers, which includes all the 
mills producing gray or unbleached cottons, 
bas been formed. It is reported that the in- 
fluence of the bank of Montreal was brought 
to bear te bring about this result. It is ex- 
pected that the combination will be able, 
with the aid of that institution, to force an 
advance in prices. 

An Irish Paper’s Penalty. 

Dvusiiy, January 15.—The Freeman’s Jour- 
nal has paid £3,000 and costs, besides publish- 
ing an apology, in settlement of an untried 
action for libel, brought against that paper by 
Freckleton, a clergyman. The Freeman’s 
Journal alleged that Freckleton had eloped 
with a married woman. 


A Terrible !Colliery Explosion, 

Parts, January 15.—A terrible colliery ex- 
plosion occurred to-day in the great coal mine 
at Lievin, in Pas Le Calais, France. At the 
time of the calamity there were fortunately 
but 48 men in the mine, All these were en- 
tombed. Twenty-eight dead bodies have so 
far been brought up from the mine. It is be- 
lieved that none of the men in the colliery at 
the time of the explosion escaped instant 
death. The cause of the explosion is un- 
kpown. 

The later intelligence concerning the mine 
disaster at Lievin, state that an explosion of 
fire damp caused 800 metres of the galleries to 
fail. Twenty-eight men who were kliled 
mainly lost their lives by this debris falling on 
them. 


The French in China, 

Panis, January 15.—Admiral Courbet, in 
command of the French fleet in China, began 
to-day landing troops tor the occupation of the 
mines at Kelung. 

Bread Riot in Birmingham, 

Lonpon, January 15.—A meeting was held 
at Birmingham to-day, which was attended by 
6,000 persons, who are at present out of em- 
ployment, A resolution was passed asking the 
corporation of the city to furnish them with 
employment. After the meeting a procession 
was formed, which marched through the 
streets.

TROUBLE IN PANAMA, 


The Central Americans at Their Usaal 
Pastime of Fighting. 

Paxama, January 15.—The most alarming 
condition of affairs prevails throughout the 
républic, and a general conflict is imminent. 
Civil war is under way in Cundinamarea, 
Boyaca, Santander and Magdalena, and it 
seems is about to break out 
in the important state of Caucoa. Here in 
Panama more trouble may occur, but there 
will be little bloodshed. Heavy fighting has 
already taken place in the interior. 

The object sought can be better understood 
abroad by a description of the plans. The 
radical party, as it is called, has joined a frac- 
tion of the conservatives. Thus united they 
are endeavoring fo turn out the liberal gov- 
ernments in the diferent states, 
which the strongest supporters 
of the government of President 
Nunez, and then, if successful, they will unite 
the states they hold in an effortto overthrow 
the general government. Severe skirmishes 
have occurred in Santander and Boyaca, 
and the cable this morning says that 
a battle has taken place at Boy- 
aca, in which the federal i forees 
were defeated, their commander-in-chief, 
General Montirfor, and another general, hav- 
ing been killed in the contest. The fighting 
must hdve been severe and the rebels ins 
force ii they proved victorious. Since Preside 
Nunez telegraphed as follows, only three days 
ago: The remaining rebel forces sought asy- 
lum in Boyaca without having fought. They 
reached Tulda on the 22d, and they 
ere bow surrounded by 3,000 men. 
All the ammunitions had been 
removed to Zapaquira in advance, owingfito 
the efforts and energy of General Organ, who, 
for this reason, has been raised to the rank of 
general. The revolutionists have asked for an 
armistice.

Mr. Cable's last charge upon this point is that 
‘one man was ulderatwenty years’ sentence for

state possibly. Judge Lawrence’s sentence of the 
Mackeys last ycer, at Bridgeport, Connecticat, for 
thirty-five years each for burglary and attempt to 
kill might porsibly injure his reputation, if only 
so stated. Bute prudent man would inquire be- 
fore forming abasty or harsh judgment about 
either case 

The report from which Mr. Cable quoted did give 
the color, age and name of one who was sentenced 
in 1879 from Jeficrson-county for ‘‘hog stealing’’ 
for twenty years. The later report, in priat, three 
months before he published his charge in ‘‘The 
noe showed that man wasthere for ‘“‘sim- 
ple arceny.”’ One disposed to abuse 
Georgia might believe that the first 
report was true and that the corréction was but 
an effort to cover up the éhormous sentence by the 
general designation. 

Any Georgia lawyer would haye told him that 
the stealing oi hogs in Georgia could not be 
punished in the penitentiary for a longer time 
than four years and that the crime is reduced toa 
mere misdemeanor upon the recommendation of 
a jury. The true offense was ‘‘horse stealing”’ 
which by statute is also “simple larceny.” It 
has already been stated that, just after 
war, horse stealing was made a capital 
fflony and that soon afterwards juries were 
allowed to recommend to merey and then 
the pentende - Was for imprisonment 
for life. In 1868 the. punish- 
ment was reduced to imprisonment from four to 
twenty years. These larceniés were to beso pun- 
ished because of the value of the animals, the 
great difficulty of guarding them, etc. Somesuch 
constidererations made goat- stealing a grave fejouy 
in the early codes of New England.

ssly severe punishment two cents were invested 
mn postage to ~«learm the truth from the clerk 
of the court.

From the day her 
board of trade had its first meeting 
in a back room, until now, when it is 
about to occupy a superb home of its 
own, he has been its president, elected 
over and over again, ahd often over his 
protest.

Was an opportunity to adyance them, he 
was to be found—our able, earnest and 
courageous champion. 

But Major Crane was more than a great 
merchant. He served his city, his county, 
his state and his country, on many fields, 
and always honorably.

THE LEASE SYSTEM. 

We print elsewhere in to-day’s ConsTiITv- 
TION an interesting communication from 
Congressman N. J. Hammond, of Georgia. 
It is a communication that is of very great 
interest to Georgia readers, and we commend 
it to the attention of our northern readers, 
and to the thoughtful consideration of such 
of our esteemed republican contemporaries 
as have been in the habit of criticizing the 
convict lease system of Georgia. 

Asareply to Mr. Cable’s article on the 
conyict system of the seuth, Congressman 


Hammend’s communication may seem to be-! 


somewhat belated, but ‘In view of the fact 
that Mr. Cable is still posing as a southern 
“reformer,” itis timely enongh. It covers 
the whole ground and embodies facts which 
those interested in prison reform will do well 
to consider. 

Nobody has ever claimed that the lease 
system is perfect, or even that it is the best 
dispesition that can be made of criminals. 
It was foisted on the state under 
the auspices of the republicans, and it 
seems to be one of the results of republican- 
ism not easy to get rid ‘of. Admitting the 
imperfections of the lease system, the fact re- 
mains that the state of Georgia has never 
been in a condition, so far as her finances are 
concerned, to makeany change, no matter 
how desirable such a change might be. 

But, if a change 1s desirable, there still re- 
mains another consideration which sentimen- 
talists like Mr. Cable take no thought of. If 
the lease system is abolished what disposition 
shall be made of the convicts? This would 
seem to be avery simple matter, but itis 
really a very serious preblem. A great many 
people have theories about the matter, and 
we baveno doubt that Mr. Cable could out 
with his per and improvise a penal system 
fer the state in the twinkling of an eye. But 
it would be in the nature of an experiment, 
and a very costly oné, and the probability is 
that it would be far less practical than the 
lease system, 

There is no doubt that the lease system in 
Géorgia has been managed with a great deal 
of looseness, especially in the haleyon days 
of yepublican rule, but there is very little 
loose. Management now,’ and we are of the 
opinion that the penitentiary system of the 
state is as wholesome and as humane in its 
resulis as that of Pennsylvania. 

It is true there is nothing elegant or re- 
linea aogut it, and the character of the pun- 
ishment is the sare for all crimes except in 
the length of the terms. It has been suggest- 
ed that this last-mentioned fact is one 
of the imperfections of the system. There 
are no doubt other and more important im- 
perfections, but Congressman Hammond 
shows that the objections urged by Mr. Cable 
have no basis in fact. 

The truth is, Mr. Cable is pestering himself 
to death over the imaginary‘,woes of other 
people. He is bent on posing asa reformer, 
and he has the ability to churn his feelings 
into a state of general clabberness, so to say, 
ata moment's warning. He wants cologne 
sprinkled on criminals, and he believes it is 
the duty of the state to see that its convicts 
are given a liberal education while they are 
in prison, including music and painting; 
and he believes that the whites should mix 
promiscuously with the colored people in 
order to convince the latter that they are 
free. The onlyZimportant element of Mr. 
Cable’s reform phobia is that he proposes to 
represent southern sentiment. 

The truth is, the law has nothing to do 
with reform. The penal code has been estab- 
lished for the punishment of criminals and 
the intentions of the law are violated when 
criminals are not punished. The reformers 
should organize a society for the purpose of 
reforming criminals whose terms are out. 
They would be able then, no doubt, to carry 
out their plans in their own way, and there 
is no doubt they would have their hands full,

Last Tuesday, about the same hour that ex: 
Vice-President Schuyler Colfax dropped dead in 
an out-of-the-way yillage in the far west, Captain 
Isaiah Rynders also fell dead, while making a call 
in New York. While Captain Rynders never 
reached the eminence attained by 
Mr. Colfax he was a much 
more remarkable man, and his name has been 
closely linked with the politics of the country for 
the last half century. He was well known 
though the union as the old war-horse of the New 
York democracy. Jn New York he was a celebrity 
and was always /pointed out to strangers. 
On the morning ol his death 
he seemed as vigorous, pugnacious and full of dry 
humor as eyer, and had no premonition of his 
fate. He came to the city when quite a young 
man, and began to be a power in politics when 
Silas Wright, Martin Van Buren and 
William L. Marcy were in the 
height of their fame. Rynders was 
aiways known as a Jacksonian democrat. He was 
an office-holder long before the war, and President 
Buchanan madehim a United States marshal. 
While holding thisoffice it became his duty to 
bang Hicks, the pirate,on Bedloe’s island. 
During the early anti-slavery days 
he attacked William Lloyd Garrison 
in the Broadway tabernacle, giving the abolition 
apostle a good shaking up. He was for many years 
the leader of the Empire club, which was organized 
in the Polk-Clay campaign. His intelligence, 
energy, fiemness and courage made him a valua- 
ble party ally, and the democracy appreciated him 
heartily. Theold politician was seventy-two years 
old at the time oi hisdeath, which was caused by a 
stroke of apoplexy-

Mr. H.C. LopGE writes to the Boston Advertiser 
that Daniel Webster, in eariy life, wrote and spoke 
in a florid style. His sentences were longer and 
his words larger than were needed, When Mr. 
Webster wrote his celebrated eulogy on Adams 
and Jefferson he gave the manuscript to one of 
his law students and told him to weed out all the 
Latin words. As he grew older heacquired a pure 
and strong Anglo-Saxon style. [Webster 
saw thatin all strong works, such as the Bible, 
Shakspeare, Bunyan and Swiit, the per centage 
of Anglo-Saxon words and derivations was the 
largest.

THE old colonial families of New England are 
doomed to speedy extinction.

The Davis-Sherman Controversy. 
From the New York Sun. 

It is obvious that if the plans of those who or- 
ganized secession bad not miscarried, they would 
not now be described as conspirators, any more 
than treason, when it prospers, keeps the name of 
treason. It is smal! business, therefore, for sena- 
tors to wrangle over words which borrow their 


whole significance from the fortuitous results of 
war,and which merely affirm in an offenssive 
way the notorious failure of the attempt to 
break up the union, We should add, in simple 
Justice to Jefferson Davis, that, from all the evi- 
dence thus far before the world, he seems to have 
been reluctant rather than eager to precipitate 
the rupture, and to have held aloof forsome time 
from the active measures taken to give effect to 
sduthern discontent by organizing a separate gov- 
ernment. 

As to the famous discovery which General Sher- 
man believes himself to have made ina private 
letter, this may be coarsely designated as a mare’s 
nest. He alleges thatin the dying throes of the 
rebellion, President Davis threatened to coerce 
one of the confederate states (said to have been 
recalcitrant) into forwarding the help imperatively 
needed to save Richmond, which, as the 
event proved, had come to be the sole bul- 
wark of the confederate cause. But suppose this 
to be true of Jefferson Davis, will any southern, 
or indeed, any northern man, think worse of him 
forthat? Amid the harrowing anxieties and par- 
amount demands of war, Mr. Lincoln himself 
didsome things which he afterwards regretted 
and for which the most inflexible openness of 
executive usurpation have cheerfully forgiven 
him. Although the expedient is sanctioned 
neither by our constitution nor  0by 
that of. the confederacy, there are times when the 
instincts of mankind justify resort to the old 
Roman practice by which in supreme exigencies 
an officer was only commissioned to violate all 
laws. And had Davis, in his desperate struggle to 
break through the circle of fire and iron that was 
tightening around Riehmond, coerced the state of 
Georgia into enforcing aconscription and supply: 
ing him with reenforcements, he would 
have done no more than Lincoln would 
have been praised for doing under like 
appalling pressuse in New York or Indiana. 

ere are few men now living in thiscountry who 
desire to slay the slain, or who can derive any 
satisfaction from assailing Jefferson Davis. The 
difference of opinion which, under the sharp 
stress of inyasion and exhaustion, are said to 
have arisen between the central administra- 
tion of the confederacy and the 
governors of Georgia and North Carolina, 
will not, as we have said, be held by generous and 
candid men inany section of the union to cast 
discredit upon any of the parties. Governor 
Brown and Governor Vance did theirsworn duty 
in the posts with which their fellow citizens in- 
trusted them,and on his part President Davis 
obeyed a law written in the heart, and which over: 
rides all statutes—the law that bidsacause save 
itself from annibilation.

Has General Grant Cancer of the Tongue? 

The New York Sun has an article giving the 
reason why General Grant suddenly quit smoking 
lastsummer. While at Long Branch in Septem- 
ber, the root of the general’s tongue became so 
ewollen that he could swallow with difficulty, and 
by the advice of Dr. Fordyce Barker he cut down 
his daily consumption of cigars from filteen te 


one-half ofonecigar. Attheend of a week he 
stopped smoking altogether, and has not smoked 
since. To a reporter Dr. Barker said General 
Grant had the most extraordinary nervous 
organization be ever saw, combining 
great sensibility and great powers 
ofendurance.

Regarding the report that General 
Grant had cancer of the tongue, similar to that 
which killed Senator Hill, of Georgia, caused by 
incessant smoking, the doctor said: ‘‘General 
Grant has no cancer of the tongue. He has not 
the same @ifficulty that killed Senator Hill, of 
Georgia. I won't say whether there was danger 
of cancer or not.’

WINTER RESORTS. 


Fashion Going Southward in Cold Weather 
—Along the Galf, 
From the New York Herald. 

Every one remembers when a suggestion to “go 
south” was assure an indication that its receiver 
needed physical recuperation asa hint to ‘‘go west’ 
left an inference of financial stamina being want- 
ing. The suggestion bas not lost its force when 
offered to a bona fide invalid. But nowadays it is 
not the weak and the sickly who turn their faces 
tropicward and are lost sight of in this fog-ridden, 
rain beaten, weather tormented city till the 
spring time comes, the sky is clear and the 


summer resorts are on the eve of open- 
ing. Fashion has made the south its winter 
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ndscape, the luxuriant vegetation, the 
warmth and light and color of the lands where it 
is alwayssummer. Asrank and wealth shrink 
from the rigors of the winterof northern Euro 
and wend their way southward to countries of the 
Mediterranean, sQfashionin this country is be- 
ginning to gravitate toward the gulf, wLere under 
sunny skies and in a climate of perpetual warmth 
the tension of the nervous system is relaxed, and 
one gathers new energy in the soft languor that 
ensues, 

There no harsh winds prohibit the free enjoy- 
mentof airand sunshine. The outdoorsportsare 
ijollowed in midwinter, and for those whose fancy 
leads them to pursue the more robust order of 
enjoyments. there are hunting and fishing oppor- 
tunities which in few other places can be equaled, 
and in none excelled. This is eminently true oi 
Florida, which New Yorkers have done much to 
tS mem asa winter resort. First it was the in- 
valids who went there. No such climate for con- 
sumptives, it was admitted, was to be found on 
the continent, or ind in the world, and al- 
thovgh the west and southern California have 
since contested its superiori’y in that respect, 
Florida seems still to be the most highly favored. 


FASHION’S RETREAT. 
But late years have brought thither an entirely 
different set of tourists. Strong, vigorous men and 


ladies, whom exercise in the field and lawn have 
made superior to the enervatiug effects of the ball 
room and the irregularities of city life, have 
flocked to the peninsula and made it less the 
asylum of the suffering than the resort of the fash- 
iopable. Nowadays the routine at the hotels is a 
renewal of the amusements of the summer in the 
watering places. There are the same recep 

tions, hops and sociables, the same garden parties, 
the same promenades. Yachting and fishing are 
every-day sports. Vegetation is luxuriant, and 
the finest fruits in the world are ripening in the 
sun of winter. In the drawingrooms and of tie 
balconies are costumes as elegant as those of the 
seas¢n in the north, and the whole scene has no 
suggestion of the cold and clouds and chilly air of 
the metropolis. 

For adventurous souls intent on sport the south 
isa paradise. Bearand deer, foxes ard wildcats 
are stillat large. Wild geese, dnck and small 
gameabound. Thelakes arestocked with black 
bass, trout, pike, bream and perch, and along the 
coast Spanish mackerel, blackfish aud sheepshead 
can be found in numbers. Then there is the alli- 
gator, and there are few amateur Nimrods who go 
to Florida who do not want to have ashot at the 
saurian. For a'l such thereisan opportunity, and 
for the naturalist who comes for study, not for 
distinction, there is much inthe flora and fauna 
of the pee to repay his visit. 

All these considerations have served to turn the 
tide of winter travelin the direction of the gulf. 
It is claimed that the season there does not fairly 
begin till after the holidays. For people of wealth 
and leisure the city is an acceptable —s lace 
from the time the watering places close till the 
winter has fairly setin, and then the charms of 
sun and air of which they are derived lure them 
off to the &kindlier climate. 


THE REGULAR SEASON, 
From December till the close of March the winter 
resorts prosper. And of late their visitation has 
become so regular that many weakly northern peo- 


ple have built themselves permanent abodes there, 
and as much elegance of equipment and beanty ot 
architecture are found in these winter homes asin 
the magnificent villas of Newport or Long Branch. 
Nassau’s popularity has been of recent but rapid 
growth, and some New York gentlemen, too, pro- 
ose improving it, and a scheme was inaugurated 
est summer to erect there a number of cottages 
and a large hotel after the manner of the Elberon 
seitiement, 

Florida bas such ample hotel accommodations 
thatit is only of recent years that temporary 
abiders there haye takento putting up private 
residences. Butof late there has been consider- 
able activity in that direction, and numbers of the 
moneyed families of the_city have their own 
orange groves and southern homes. For the others 
Jacksonville is the chiefresort. It was one of the 
earliest, too, and has well earned itstitle of the 
semi-tropical metropolis of fashion, as well as that 
more familiar one of *‘The City of Hotels.”’ Itisa 
city of hotels, and some of them very handsome 
ones, and, unlike those of many other 
resorts, they are tenanted the ear 
through. It is the point from which 
neraly all tourists start for excursions through the 
state, and its growth is indicative of a notable fa- 
ture. Then there isSt. Augustine, with the flavor 
of age aboutit, but, like good wine, improving 
with the years. The venerable remains of the 
time of the epee occupation are still there, 
and invest witha romantic glamour the ancient 
town. Ascoreof other winter resorts are now 
established, and islands, lakes and the famed Su- 
wanpbee river have their respective charms to at- 
tract the tourist. 

This year the tide of travel southward will 
SS be greater shan ever before. The New 

rleans expositien will attract its thousands, aud 
few that have the leisure wil! neglect the opportu- 
nity of sojourning for a space at the resorts along 
the gulf. 
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SUICIDES ON THE INCREASE, 


The Revoiver Growing in Favor as an Im- 
plement of Self-Destruction. 
From the New York Mail and Express. 


‘‘In the large cities of the United States suicides 
have increased to an alarming degree during re 
cent years,’’ said Coroner Messemer to a reporter 
for the Mail and Express. ‘‘Statistics show that 
in our free land a larzer percentage of the people 
are anxious to terminate their existence before 
the time that nature has decreed, than in 
some less favored countries. The greatest 
number of suicides do not result from the pangs 
of unrequited love, or from ill health or morbid 
romance, as people generally suppese, but from 
reverses brought about by up wise and unsuccessful 
investments in business. Sixty per cent of the 
persons who commit suicide in this city are Euro- 
peans by birth. The men come here, oftea from 
prosperous homes, filled with the idea that in 
America they can become millionaires in a few 
years. They find that they have made a woful 
mistake, their hearts fail them,and they seek relief 
in the bullet, the knife, or the drug. 

‘In coping with ordinary reverses women have 
more gritthan men. Thestring that drives most 
females to explore the unknown land is love 
scorned and confidence betrayed. Women furnish, 
however, but one-fifth of the suicides.”’ 

‘“‘How many suicides take place on an average 
each month in this city?’’ 

‘During the past three months there were sixty- 
two suicides in New York. This is at the rate of 
two every three days. If the figures continue te 
increase as they bave been increasing for the past 
twenty years, suicides will soon become a matter 
of daily occurrence amongst us.”’ 

Of the sixty-two suicides, thirty-one were na- 
tives of Germany, sixteen were bornin the United 
States,and the remaining fifteen were divided 
between France, Ireland. Italy and other European 
countries, There was no Spaniard, Polander, Chi- 
naman por pegro among the number. The pistol 
is growing in favor to accomplish self-destruction, 
as it is regarded as the mostcertain. Poisons often 
operate slowly, and the persons who take them 
with suicidal intent are quently discovered in 
season to be resuscitated before the drugs take 
effect. But a man who fails in one attempt at 
suicide usually tries a second time, and if frus- 
trated in his purpose n, he will generally per- 
sist iu his design until he accomplishes his aim.” 

“Does the new law making ita misdemeanor to 
atiem pt self destruction operate to diminish this 
class of crimes?’ ' 

“The law has not lessened the number of actual 
sufeides, but it made the number of unsuc- 
cessful attempts lewer. It has prompted persons 
whoare bent on taking their lives to use surer 
means than were popular heretofore. It has in- 
créared the demand for revolvers and lessened the 
“oe t fatal drugs. In one case out of three, the 
revolver is now brought into requisition. In the 
62 cases referred to 21 persons ended 
life with the revolver, twelve preferred to hang 
themselves, three reso to razors and knives 
and five drowned themselves. Forty-one of the 
entire number discarded the use of poison, which 
until recentiy was the favorite method of shuffling 
off life’s cares and troubles. Among poisons 
paris age and laudanum are now less useé<than 
carbolic, muriatic, bydrocyanie and other pow- 
erful acids. These acids can be obtained more 
eee the drug tlores than the more expensive

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~~ PENDING CONTESTS. 


IN THE PRESENT AND THE NEXT 
HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIV&S. 


The Remarkably Large Number of Contests in the 
Present Congress and the Prospect cf Very 
Few in the Next—Mr. Turner’s Exceileat 
Work—An Expensive System, Bre. 


Wasuincron, January 15.—[{Special.]—The 


present congress is famous for the number of 
contests for seats in the house of representa- 


tives. Morethan a dozen were abandoned. 
Beven were settled last session. General Shel- 
ley, of Alabama, was unseated without regist- 
ance 8 few days ago to make way for his re- 
publican contestant, Judge Craig. Four more 
contests remain to be disposed of before the 
4th of March. They are the cases of Massey 
vs. Wise from Virginia, Poole vs. Skinner 
from North Carolina, McLane vs. Broadhead 
from Missouri, and Frederick vs. Wilson from 
Iowa. 

The only eonsiderable contest anticipated is 
that in the Massey-Wise case. It involves 
more acrimonious party differences than either 
ofthe others. A nice lega] question is involved. 
Wise was sssistant United States district at- 
torney when he was elected, and for some 
time afterwards, and some lawyers in the house 
think that disqualifies him. The case will be 
discussed mainly on the charge of corruption 
and fraud, practiced by the Mahone crowd to 
elect Wise. If the democrats felt much inter- 
estin Parson Massey there would be no ques- 
tion of the result. He had been a rampant 
Nahoneite up to a year or two before the elec- 
tion, and his nomination was ‘stoutly opposed 


by many democrats. Ilo was accorded a luke- 
Warm support and his contest does not arouse 
the enthusiastic backing which would be given 
toa democrat with a flawless party record. 
Qn the other hand Wise has made himself 
Gbnoxious by his defiant attitude and his fre- 
quent tirades against Virginia democrats. He 
Game to congress with a reputation for ability 
which he’ has done nothing to sustain, and 
with a fame for “gall” which he _ has 
done much to extend. He is one of the dead- 
est cocks in the political pit in Virginia, 
which is well filled with defunct remains. 

Dr. McLane, who contests Colonel Broad- 
bead’s seat without the slightest chance of 
petting it, is the rich patent medicine man of 
St. Louis. He was in the last congress. He 
was defeated by Broadhead by 79 votes for the 
present congress, and was beaten by John 
Glover for the next congress. Each time the 
doctor shelled out a liberal amount of cash, 
and in the last campaign he was so unmerci- 
fully ‘‘squeezed”’ by the 8t. Louis political 
sharpers that he has forsworn politics, and 
will devote the remainder of his days to the 
peaceful industry of pill making. During the 
few remaining weeks of the session the time 
pf the house will be precious, and a constant 
struggle will be had for its attention, but the 
elections committee enjoys some special privi- 
leges which will enable it to dispose of its re- 
maining business. Frequently members have 
been unseated on the last night of a session, 
in which case both claimants for the seat draw 
two years full pay. The elections committee 
of the present house has had more than the 
usual , labor because of the number of con- 
tests and because several of them have in- 
volved knotty legal difficulties in # great mass 
of evidence. Mr. Turner, of Georgia, and his 
aseociates on the committee, have done a great 
deal of faithful woik and are doubtiess glad to 
see the approach of the end. Mr. Turner, as 
cheirman, has won great credit for his ability 
as Ya debater. He 
has won a fairer renown for an honesty of pur- 
pose and a judicial sense-.of justice seldom 
jound in the management of contested elec- 
tiens. | 

es (CONTESTS IN THE NEXT HOUSE. 

On the prima facie titles to seats in the next 
house the democrats have a majority of 43. 
This will be changed very little one way or the 
other. The number- of contests will be un- 
neually small. Only two notices of contest 
have yet been filed in the clerk’s office. One 
of these is a paper from Meredith H. Kidd, a 
democrat, in the eleventh Indiana district,who 
claims that , Steele 
obtained his meager majority by 
the illegal use of money and 
because some of the managers~«of the election 
who had made large bets on his election found 
it to their interest to count himin. The other 
notice is a queer document. It is from one J. 
T. Chambliss of Burkeville, Virginia, who 
wants the seat to which J. D. Brady, republi- 
ean, holdsa certificate. Chambliss says the 
chairman of the democratic committee ordered 
his name printed on the tickets to be voted by 
all democrats, but by someerror the name of 
one Rivers appeared on said tickets. Rivers 
died just about election day. Chambliss 
claims all the votes that were cast for 
Rivers in addition to those cast for 
himself. One of his reasons for claiming the 
seat is that he believes in a strict observance of 
the Sabbath. 

Two other contests will surely be had. Mr. 
Follett will contest Ben Butterworth’s seat in 
the first Ohio district. Frank Hurd will try 
to show that Jacob Romeis beat him by fraud 
in the Toledo district.. Professor Hunt may 
endeavor to get another term in congress by 
ousting Louis St. Martin, of the first Louisiana 
district. Roth are democrats, but Hunt ran 
as an independent. The prospect is, there- 
fore, that there will not be more than three or 
four contests:in.the next house. On this outlook 
congress and the treasury are to be congratu- 
lated. Atalmost every session since the war 
a great deal of time has been consumed and a 
large amount of money spent in determining 
the right to seats. The present law regulating 
contests admit of 

FREQUENT ABUSES. 

And yet any amendment which would prevent 
these evils and still give the most perfect right 
to congress to correct abuses in the election et 
its members would be difficult to 
frame. Contests are often . brought 
on the most frivelous claims ‘in the 
hope that partisan bias will supply the defi- 
cieney of evidence. Party prejudice has ex- 
hibited its blindness to right and justice often 
enough to invite such efforts. It was said of 
Thad Steyens that he made it a rule never to 
listen to any evidence or speech in a contested 
election, and that just before the vote was to 
be taken he would turn to some of his party 
eesociates and ask, “Which is our d—d 
rascal?” and vote according to the reply. 
Congress pays liberally the alleged expenses 
of both parties in a contest. It seldom costs 
a contestant anything to try his title. 
Sometimes he makes money by it. The 
amounts allowed for expenses range usually 
between $2,000 and $3,000 though they often 
rise toward $4,000 when the struggle has been 
prolonged. The senate after given Kellogg a 
seat to which he never wss elected, allowed 
him $9,000 for his expenses in obtaining it, | 

Washington lawyers enjoy the fruits of this 
system, Their usual fee in contests is $1,060. 
The more successful and distinguished of them 
charge higher figures and there are others ready 
to work for much less. One ex-congressman, who 
enjoys aterge acquaintance in the present con- 
gress, I any told, made $15,000 last session by

The total of the amounts paid for double 
salaries for one seat and the allowance to both 
parties for their expenses would show an enor- 
mous expense. Pending the contest the sitting 
member draws his pay right along. When he 
is ousted the other fellow goes away back to the 
beginning ot the term and gets his salary from 
the start. Mr. Sessinghaus, of St, Louis, sat 
in the forty-seventh congress from eleven 
o'clock Saturday night until twelve o’elock 
Sunday. He drew $10,000 for thirteen hours 
fervice, in addition to $3,500 for expenses.

The Monthly Crop Report of the Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture, 


The following crop report was issued yesterday 

by the state department of agriculture: 
COTTON, 

The yis ld in comparison with an average crop 
in north Georgia, is 72: middle Georgia,69; south- 
west Georgia, 79; east Georgia, 76; southeast 
Georgia, *6, and in the whole state, 76. 

The average yield per acre in north Georgia, 150 
pounds of lint cotton: in middle Georgia, 168; in 
touthwest Georgia, 129: in east Georgia, 170; in 
toutheast Georgia, 175,and the average for the 
state, 158, 

The total production of the state, taking the 
fmountgiven_in the last census as a basis, and 
com paring the acreage and average yield per acre 
of the present year, with that of the census year, 
is about,752.000 bales. The fall has been favorable 
for picking, and the condition of the lint is excep- 
tionally good, 

The average price per pound in north and mid- 
dle Georgia is 9% cents; in southwest Georgia, 9;

Major Benjamin Elliott Crane died yester- 
day morning at his residence, 59 Washington 
street. His death occurred at ten minutes

Major Crane 
died as he had lived, calmly and bravely.

Major Crane’s condition at five o’clock, and 
warned its readers that he wou!d not live 
through the day.

themselves to think that death could overcome 
him just when apparently he was strongest. 
The intelligence of his death was a sad blow to 
all,and throughout the day the esteem in which 
he was held was shown by the many meetings 
that were held and the free display ot crape.

Wyly, the first vice president of the chamber, 
called the meeting to order and stated that the 
meeting had been’ called for the purpose of 
taking into consideration the death of Presi- 
deptgB. E. Crane. 

Mr. Robert J. Lowry moved that a commit- 
tee of three be appointed to prepare suitable 
recolutions of respect to the deceased. The 
motion prevailed and Messrs. Robert J. Low- 
ry, R. D. Spalding and J. W. English were 
made the committee. 

ir. Boylston moved {that Acting President 
Wyly be authorized to unite with the mayor 
of the city in requesting all business houses 
to close doors from 10 to 1 o’cloek to-day as an 
evidence of — for the departed. The 
motion prevailed. 

Mr. pox moved that the secretary be in- 
structed to request all members of the chamber 
of commerce to meet at the chamber at 10:30 
this morning to proceed in a body to the fu- 
neral of the late president, and that he also 
be instructed to prepare suitable badges of 
mourning foreach member. The motion was 
adopted. 

Mr. Boylston moved that a committee ol 
three be appointed to select a suitable speaker 
to deliver an address on the life and services 
of Major Crane. The acting president ap- 
pointed Mesers. J. W. English, E. P, Cham- 
berlin and W. J. Garrett as that committee. 

The front of the building was draped in 
heavy mourning. The main entrance was 
handsomely hung in black, a large rosette of 
black and white being suspended in the center. 

THE B@ARD OF POLICE COMMISSIONERS 
sssem bled in response to a call issued by Com- 
miesioner English, chairman. Commission- 
ers English, Goldsmith and Jones were pres- 
ent. In explaining the object of the meeting, 
Chairman English spoke in the most feeling 
terms of the dead commussioner. A resolution, 
creating a committee on resolutions, was 
adopted. Commissioners Jones and Gold- 
smith were named as the committee, and 
Commissioner English’s name was added. 

The board then issued an order to the entire 
police department to assemble at police head- 
quarters fully equipped for duty at 10 o’clock, 
to attend in a body the funeral. The force 
will march from; police headquarters to the 
residence, and escort the body to the church. 
When the procession leaves the church the 
ferce will march in advance of the body to the 
cemetery. At the cemetery gate the force will 
form on either side, and with clubs at a pres- 
ent, allow the procession to pass through.
